. SCOTT BEATS THE ROPE. 


A good many people in Chicago, probably most 
ofthem, were convinced that Russell Scott never 
would be hanged for the murder of the nineteen 
year old Joseph Maurer. And they were right. 
The day for his execution had been fixed three 
times in court. Twice the governor granted him a 
reprieve and now a jury finds that he has become 
insane after sentence was passed upon him. 

Maurer was murdered in his place of employment 
just at the beginning of his young manhood and 
Scott, a wife deserter, drug addict, and murderer, 
beats the rope. Nearly everything in our system 
of adminigfration of criminal! justice was used igr 
him. Maurer was murdered April 2, 1924, and 
from that time most of the processes of law were 
to defeat its purpose. 

Scott pleaded guilty in court and was sentenced 
to death. He was allowed to withdraw his plea and 
go totrial. A jury found him guilty and sentenced 
him todeath. Then justice began playing with him 
as a cat plays with a mouse. Undoubtedly it was 
a terrifying expefience for him but it was ‘hot the 
punishment the law provides. 

‘The verdict of the jury before which he was tried 
as to his sanity was what might have been ex- 
pected. Five aljenists for the state said he was 
sane, five for the defemse said he was insane.

TO CHECK BAIL JUMPING. 


State’s Attorney Crowe and President Cermak 
of the county board are to be commended for 
trying to find a way to collect bail bond forfeitures 
under the present law. We gather that a piece 
of forfeited real estate is to be purchased and the 
title tested in the Supreme court. It seems that 
such a title is feared by possible purchasers of 
| property scheduled on bail bonds, but Mr. Crowe 
|evidently hopes that this difficulty may be re- 
moved by the Supreme court. It seems strange 


; 


that such titles have not been tested before this, 


and certainly now that uncollected bail forfeitures 
have reached the large total of five million dollars, 
the most thrifty county board could justify itself 
in appropriating a reasonable sum to clear up legal 
doubts. 

The bai situation is a seandal and one of the 
worst weaknesses of the administration of justice 
in Cook county. Unscrupulous downstate politics 
has blocked relief and probably will block it at the 
next session. Therefore we hope the effort to get 
judicial aid under the existing law will succeed. 


Chicago’s postal receipts for July, 1925, were 
$4,285,334, a gain of $551,000, or 14 per cent, over 
July a year ago. July, 1924, sfw an increase of 10 
per cent over July, 1923, and July, 1923, saw an_ 
increase of 7 per cent over 1922. 

Chicago’s postal receipts are shown by the annual 
report of the department for 1924 to have been 
approximately a tenth of the nation’s total. For 
many years the receipts of the Chigago office have 
been the second largest in the country, and this 
year they may exceed New York's. 

We cite these figures only by way of reminding 
congressmen that postal accommodations in Chi 
cago are grossly inadequate and that the obvious 
solution of the problem is the erection of a new 
building between the Northwestern and Union sta- 
tions. The present postoffice was too small at the 
time it was completed. Chicago’s contribution to 
the total business of the department justifies far’ 
more generous treatment at the hands of congress 
than the city has received. Better postal facilities 
in Chicago will mean better postal service not only 
in this city but in every city and’village which 
receives mail originating or passing through Chi- 
cago. And that means every community large 
enough to have a postmaster. 


THE RAJAH’S SILVER 
BATHTUB. 


There are 1,500,000 unemployed in Great Britain 
while four Indian princes are in London spending 
millions of dollars in luxurious living. One of the 
rajahs has engaged a hundred rooms at the Savoy 
hotel for himself and his stiite. He has a silver 
bathtub and twenty limousines. The London Her- 
ald, which speaks for the Labor party, is indignant. 
It says, no doubt with truth, that Indian natiyes 
are half starved to pay for the fabulous splendors 
of their princes. The London Herald is fond of 
blaming all evils upon capitalism and it is inclined 
to pile the extravagances of the rajahs on the 
heap.

London is 
the heart of the world’s oldest capitalist society. It 
is one of the two wealthiest cities in the world. 
Yet it is in London that the self-indulgence of the 
rajahs, which would be taken for granted in India,

The other kind, developing from one to 
ten hours after the eating of spoiled 
meat or vegetables, is due to one of a 
number of bacilli called the salmonella 
group. .

There is 
evidence that these germs live in the 
rodents without causing them harm 
under ordinary circumstances. As rats 
and mice crawl. over foods in pantries, 
iceboxes, Slaughter®houses, and grocery 
stores, they infect them.

Do not most writers on pneumonia dis- 
cuss the disease from scientific views 
so that the average person does not get 
the plain fatts of cause and effect in 
easily ‘understood language? I have 
studied the subject for years, and it 
seems to me that most cases and my 
own were avoidable had we understood 
better about heat and cold, and check- 
ing of perspiration. 

REPLY. 

There is such danger. Athletes understand 
it. They put on sweaters when resting after 
exercise. Baseball players wear heavier cloth- 
ing than other hot weathe: players do, be- 
cause they must run after balls and then 
remain inactive at times when sweaters can 
not be put on. Workeérs in rolling mills find 
it out when they leave work and go into the 
cool air. Others have found it out by 
catchIng cold and developing pneumonia.

THE DRIFT TO THE CITIES. 
[Des Moines Capital.] 


A definite drift from the farms to the urban centers, 
is shown in the preliminary estimates of ¢he state 
census, as published in The Capital Friday. The 
estimated figures, based upon the census returns from 
38 counties, indicate that almost 25,000 have left the 
farms for the cities in the last five years. 


This loss to farm population is indeed a serious 
problem. It shows that there is a real, genuine dis- 
satisfaction with agricultural conditions in the state. 
Undoubtedly that dissatisfaction is not as acute now 
as it has been at most times in the last five years— 
the period covered by these figures—but nevertheless 


With the present conveniences on the farm, with 
all the advantages that a farmer has over the city 
dweller and with most of the age-old disadvantages 
wiped out, the migfation, if other conditions were 
equal, should be from the cities to the farms. 

A generation ago it is true, there were many attrac- 
tions in the city to the farm resident—particularly to 
the youth on the farm. But that was a generation 
ago. The lack of entertainment of those days is gone. 
The automobile haS brought the church, the village 
‘movie, the chautauqua, the lyceum and the town 
society next door to the farmhouse. No longer does a 
trip to the state fair mean a three day journey for the 
family on a hot, stuffy train, with the visit crowded

Excelsior Springs, MP Aug. 7.— 
(Special.J—A mob of 500 men this aft- 
ernoon dragged Walter Mitchell, a Ne- 
gro, accused of attacking a white girl, 
from the city jail and hanged him to a 
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Howard P. Savage, commander of 
the Legion of Illinois, said last night 
that the Legion has been interested in 
getting some of the trophies here for 
more than a year. 

“Many of the Legion posts have pe- 
titioned for some of these trophies,” 
Mr. Savage said. “These necessarily 
will be small articles. The city should 
have some cannon and other large tro- 
phies. I should think that the city 
gouncil or the park boards might act 
to raise mnoney to get them here.” 

There are already some German can- 
gon, cannon balls and other such ar- 
ticles in the forest preserves of Cook 
county. These are stationed at various 
points and were accepted by the board, 
after some controversy, in December, 
1921, also on the recommendation of 
the Legion.
